It all started 17 years ago—appro- 
priately enough, at the mecca of sports- 
entertainment, Madison Square Garden. 
WWE was engulfed in the red-hot rivalry 
between the Mega-Powers, the duo of 
WWE Champion “Macho Man” Randy 
Savage & former champion Hulk Hogan, 
and the Mega-Bucks, the duo of “Million- 
Dollar Man” Ted DiBiase & “The Eighth 
Wonder of the World,” Andre the Giant. 

It was the summer of 1988, and these 
four Superstars were locked in a bitter 
feud. To allow their greatest battle to 
be seen by the largest audience pos- 
sible, WWE instituted a new pay-per- 
view spectacular, its third to date. The 
new event would be called SummerSlam. 
WWE would never be the same. 

In its early years, SummerSlam car- 
ried with it the slogan, “Feel the Heat!” 
Never has there been a better fitting 
catchphrase, as SummerSlam played host 
to some of the wildest, most unpre- 





dictable, intense wars ever waged in 
a WWE ring. It was at SummerSlam 
that the Hulkster finally went head-to- 
head with his movie nemesis, Zeus; that 
Undertaker fought to expose the fraud 
of Ted DiBiase’s imposter Undertaker; 
that Stone Cold Steve Austin and ‘Taker 
met at the end of the “Highway to Hell”; 
that The Rock put his title on the line 
against a brash rookie, Brock Lesnar; 
that Kane first defeated Matt Hardy to 
win the reluctant hand of Lita. 

There's a reason that many fans соп- 
sider SummerSlam to be WWE's second- 
biggest annual pay-per-view event, right 
behind WrestleMania. Survivor Series built 
its legend originally on tag-team elimina- 
tion matches. Royal Rumble is headlined 
by its own unique 30-man match of the 
same name. But, just like WrestleMania, 
each and every year SummerSlam has 
brought you pure competition. It’s 
a classic formula that’s yielded some 
undeniably incredible results. 

This year, the MCI Center in 








Washington, D.C. will play host to the 
18th annual edition of SummerSlam, an 
event that is sure to live up to the 
proud tradition of unparalleled excite- 
ment and non-stop action. Audiences 
the world over will “feel the heat” once 
again as the Superstars of both Raw and 
SmackDown! take to the ring to settle 
their grievances the WWE way. 

And just as the Hulkster & Macho 
Man made history all those years ago, 
so too will the Superstars of today write 
their names in the annals of SummerSlam 
history. They will focus all their energy on 
that one blockbuster event to make sure 
that what they do on that day will live on 
always in the minds of all who see it.

Rawhide - Clint Eastwood's cowboy adven- 
ture debuted in January 1959 on Fridays, 
and it went on to fun for five seasons. 

The Flintstones - Until The Simpsons, this 
B.C.-era answer to The Honeymooners was 
the longest running prime-time animated 
series in TV history. 

The Brady Bunch - America's favorite 
family made their home on Fridays during 
their entire TV run from 1969 to 1973. 

The Dukes of Hazzard - The Duke boys 
tore it up for seven seasons, barreling 
along the back roads of Hazzard County 
every Friday night. 

Miami Vice - This sun-soaked cop drama 
made teal T-shirts and unshaven faces into 
the hip styles of the time. It also helped 
make Don Johnson “Mr. Friday Night.” 

Knight Rider - Lots of guys had cool cars 
in the "805, but it’s safe to say that David 
Hasselhoff had the coolest. Hasselhoff and 
his trusty car, KITT, became staples of 
NBC's Friday lineup and ruled in the rat- 
ings for four seasons. 

Dallas — Although it began its run on a 
Sunday, it was on Friday nights that this 
prime-time soap really took off. It became 
the most popular series on network televi- 
sion, and the resolution of the “Who shot 
J.R.2” cliffhanger remains one of the most- 
watched events in TV history. 

The X-Files - At the time of its debut, there 
were very few dramas to keep older audi- 
ences home on Friday nights. The paranor- 
mal adventures of FBI agents Fox Mulder 
and Dana Scully changed all of that, mak- 
ing Fridays the night to stay home.

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Bruno Sammartino 








Every month since the early 1960s, 
fans at Madison Square Garden had 
been faithfully frequenting the “World's 
Most Famous Arena” to cheer Bruno 
Sammartino to victory. And although the 
Italian strongman had been in his share 
of sticky situations, he'd always found a 
way to rally back for the victory. 

But for some reason, the night of 
April 26, 1976 seemed different. 

As his challenger that evening, 322- 
pound Texan, Stan “The Lariat” Hansen 
scooped Sammartino up and slammed 
him to the mat, the fans heard a loud 
snap. That sound was Bruno's neck 
breaking. 

Fueled by adrenaline, Sammartino 
continued to wrestle for a few more 
minutes before the referee—concerned 
for Bruno's health—stopped the match. 
As the decision was rendered, Bruno 
collapsed from the pain and was rushed 
away from the Garden in an ambulance. 








After an injury of this magnitude, most 
men would have considered hanging up 
the boots and seeking a new occupation. 
In fact, that's exactly what Bruno's doctors 
advised him to do. But Sammartino would 
not heed their advice. 

Less than two months after having his 
neck broken, he returned to action at Shea 
Stadium. That night, Bruno gave Hansen 
such a severe beating that the Texan 
ran from the ring and lost the contest 
via countout. Following several tag team 
matches against Hansen, Sammartino 
finally got “The Lariat” one-on-one in 
a Steel Cage Match at MSG, where he 
evened the score and showed the world 
that he was back. 

For Sammartino, struggles such as 
these were par for the course. Hoping to 
make enough money to move his family 
to the U.S. and give them a better life, 
Bruno's father left their native Pizzoferrato, 
Abruzzi, Italy for the United States shortly

after Bruno was born on October 6, 1935. 
World War || started in 1939, and all pas- 
sages between Italy and America were 
soon closed. 

Despite having a strong mother to 
raise him, Bruno faced severe poverty 
and even hostility from invading German 
troops before he finally made it to the 
U.S. at age 14. It wasn't long after he 
arrived that Bruno, who now resided 
in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, developed 
an interest in powerlifting. Within a few 
years, he went from an 85-pound kid to 
250-pound man. 

іп 1959, Sammartino began his wres- 
tling career, and just four years later, he 
was on top. On May 17, 1963, he defeated 





the first WWE Champion, “Nature Boy” 
Buddy Rogers, with a bear hug in just 48 
seconds. He'd go on to hold the pres- 
tigious title for nearly eight years—the 
longest reign in history. 

For wrestling fans in the Northeast, 
Sammartino became more than just a 
champion. He was a role model for chil- 
dren, a hero for all people of European 
descent, and a living, breathing American 
success story. During the course of his his- 
toric title reign, Bruno managed to garner 
more fan support than any Italian sports 
icon since New York Yankee Joe DiMaggio. 
When he stepped in the ring against 
an opponent, they not only became his 
enemy, they became the enemy of every 
person inside the arena. 

Two of Sammartino's most legendary 
foes were “Classy” Freddie Blassie and 
“The Spaniard” Crusher Verdu, During 
June 1964, in front of more than 12,000 
fans inside Roosevelt Stadium in Jersey 
City, New Jersey, Blassie picked up a rare 
victory over Sammartino by countout. 
The next month they met again, this time 
in front of a sellout crowd at MSG, and 
again, Blassie was victorious, this time 
by DC. But the Garden crowd finally got 
their revenge in early August, when Bruno 
pinned the “Hollywood Fashion Plate.” 





defeated Stan Stasiak and began another 
historic three-and-a-half year reign as 
WWE Champion. It was during this time 
that Bruno tangled with Hansen, Killer 
Kowalski, Ken Patera and “Superstar” Billy 
Graham. 

In April '77, Graham managed to

Another rare Sammartino loss was 
against Verdu, who picked up a victory 
over Bruno at MSG in June 1970, when 
the referee stopped the contest due to 
a cut over Bruno's eye, but Sammartino 
retained the title. Despite the fact that 
WWE was temporarily off weekly televi- 
sion at the time, both this match and the 
rematch in July attracted the Garden's two 
biggest crowds in over a decade. 

During his years on top, Sammartino 
clashed with many of the industry's other 
top stars, including Gorilla Monsoon, 
Waldo Von Erich and Haystacks Calhoun. 
Astonishingly, during a match against 
the 601-pound Calhoun, Bruno actually 
slammed the gargantuan—a feat that had 
never before been accomplished. 

On January 18, 1971, the unthinkable 
happened, During a match against “The 
Russian Bear” Ivan Koloff, Sammartino 
was struck with a flying knee off of the top 
rope, and was pinned. Just like that, his 
seven-and-a-half-year championship run 
was over, but not for long. 

Less than two years later, Bruno 
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wrest the title away from Sammartino 
in Baltimore, Maryland. Throughout that 
summer, Bruno feverishly attempted to 
regain the crown, but he was unable 
to pin the flamboyant Graham's shoul- 
ders to the mat. And although he finally 
picked up a victory over Graham in front 
of a sellout crowd at The Spectrum in 
Philadelphia after the referee stopped the 
contest due to blood, Bruno was never 
able to regain the title. 

Over the next few years, Bruno began 
to mentor Larry Zbyszko as his protégé. 
At first, it seemed as though Sammartino 
was preparing the young athlete to be his 
eventual successor. Instead of biding his 
time and learning all that he could, how- 
ever, Zbyszko viciously turned on Bruno in 
a bloody televised match. 

On August 9, 1980, at an event billed 
as the Showdown at Shea, Bruno defeated 
Zbyszko in a legendary Steel Cage Match, 
which proved once and for all that experi- 
епсе can overcome youth. 

Even as һе approached his 50" birth- 
day, Sammartino continued to wrestle 
intermittently and took a position as a 
broadcaster for WWE. Throughout the 
early "805, Bruno clashed with future Hall 
of Famers “Rowdy” Roddy Piper, “Mr. 
Wonderful” Paul Orndorff and “Cowboy” 
Bob Orton. In one of his final WWE appear- 
ances, Bruno competed in the 20-man 
invitational Battle Royal at WrestleMania 
2, where he tossed out former WWE 
Champion Iron Sheik before being elimi- 
nated by Big John Studd. 

In 1987, Bruno, feeling that he'd 
accomplished everything there is to 
accomplish in sports-entertainment, offi- 
cially retired from the ring. But nearly two 
decades later, people still reminisce about 
him and his amazing accomplishments. 

Altogether, Sammartino held the 
WWE Championship for nearly 11 years. 
He headlined Madison Square Garden 
211 times, 187 of which were sellout 
crowds—a record that will likely never 
be approached. Aside from his amazing 
accolades, Sammartino is credited as the 
man who helped put WWE on the map 
during its territorial days as the World 
Wide Wrestling Federation, and paved the 
way for the Superstars of the "805, "905 
and beyond. №
